A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Applicant's representative began by proposing the addition of 
claims 11-13 into their respective base claims. The Applicant's representative argued that Yamashita does not disclose 
a plurality of geographical features that would influence the movement of the characters. The Examiner maintained that 
Yamashita does disclose at least one embodiment in which a character neccessirly must avoid obstacles and 
submitted that such disclosure is sufficient to those skilled in the art that the same is applicable when two characters 
are present, such as in the battle game embodiment disclosed by Yamashita. Frankly, obstacles in fighting games are 
well known. Next the Applicant requested clarification as to the interpretation of an "image" and a "state" or "mode" in 
the rejection. The Examiner explained that "image" in the context of the claimed invention is the status of the 
characters as displayed on the screen, such as in a normal state image where two characters are merely displayed on 
the 'map' or a combat state image in which the two characters displayed are engaged in battle. Similar, the "state" or 
"mode" was explained as the current operation of the processor, that is, when in a normal mode or normal state, the 
processor executes imaging directed to the normal state image and when in a combat mode or combat state, the 
processor executes imaging directed to a combat state image. Lastly, the Examiner stressed the that currently the 
claimed invention appears to read on many old and well known fighting or battle type games, without specifying or 
providing a particular game that is wholely applicable to the claimed invention. The Examiner offered to change the 
status of the rejection from a 102 to 103 to cure any alleged deficiencies that Yamashita did not explicitly disclose each 
and every limtiation as required under 102. The Examiner maintained, that while Yamashita did not explicitly state 
obstacles were present in a battle game embodiment, such as in the ski game embodiment, however, alleged that such 
would have been well within the ordinary level of skill for those skilled in the gaming art. No agreements were reached; 
therefore, the Examiner will wait for the Applicant's timely filed response to the outstanding office action for further 
prosecution on the merits.
